Before the enemy did make any attempt 

upon them,as legall courſes never can want 
and a{hiſtant encouragement, they were ſe- 
conded and encouraged by. Mr. Steckdale, 
Mr. Leiceſter of Weſthy,S& Mr, Whzte, whoſe 
ſpirits as they were valiant fo they tooke 
upon them a ſtrong & valiant Reſolution, 
and did refolue not todifilt from their reſo 
lation to matntaine the procedings of par- 
lizment which did: labeur to matntaine.

-ho'being led un by gr- William Savill, 
who had planted his Orduance in the moſt 
abvantagious plzce, for his purpoſe d1d 
make many a daunge-rous ſt againſt the 
Church and town of Grant 2am,he report- 
ed hts aſlaults, and let fly :t them about 
twenty or thirty times, but God divertec 
the daunger of his ſhots, fer 1n all thoſe | 
ſhots no\harme was performed againſt 
the Town, only one poore man was {hot 
1n the thigh with a great bnllet, ,vho by 
the extreame violence of h1s hurt is ſince 
dead,Sr lohn Sav1ll who was Serieant Ma-

The nexr day came Sr Iohn Goodrick, 
with his Troop, the reſt of the other for- 
ces 10yning with him, charged Sr. Iohn 
Wrayes troop, who gave them ſuch enter- 
tainment, like one that eame rather to 
- play then to hehe, that 1a a ſhort time 
the Cavaleirs were forc:d to retreat, with

After this came the Lord Parfax and 
toyned with Captaine Hotham by whoſe 
power all p1ſlages are ſtoped that no pro- 


viſion can pofliblely be carryed to the 
Cavaletrs, 
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When the 'Cavaleirs yuder{tood that Co- 
lonell Hampden and Colonell Grantham , 
were coming with the Artillery that were 
lefe there foure or five Troops of the 'Ca- 
valetrs, marched forth, thinking to bave 
ſycpriſed both him, and the Jrtill:ry by 
the advantage of a narrow lane through
